Canada has one of the worst records In the field of educa- 
tion, and recent governments have done very little to remedy 
the situation, according to NDP Member of Parliament David 

Orlikow.. „ .... .-V ,., 

Speaking yesterday to a sparse Ballroom audience, Orlikow re- 
ferred to a study made by the Canadian University Foundation in 
1050 which said that 400 million dollars a year is needed from the 
federal government. "Nothing has been done about this," he charged. 

"Just to keep up with our present pace in university housing," 
he continued, "800 million is urgently needed." He conceded that 
most of this can be had from.oth»r sources, but exclaimed that 300 
million can only come 

from the federal govern- '-' ^ 

ment. ;. -, ; , - ' v ' 

Besides this, ' there Is 
the great and ever-in- 
creasing cost involved in 
getting good teachers and 
In research, Orllkow con- 
tinued. 

The Winnipeg MP said" 
he realized that education 
is under provincial juris- 
diction, but he feels that 
"this is only an excuse for 
not taking action." 

He defined the role of 
government as being to 
meet the needs of the 
people, and reiterated 
that their needs in the 
field of education arc 
enormous. 

Recalling the Liberal 
promise of the last elec- 
tion of 10,000 university 
scholarships, he said that 
nothing has been heard of 
it since. 

Orlikow went on to say 
that financial aid to edu- 
cation is not just "play- 
ing politics", but a must 
for Canada if we are to 
play our role in today's 
world. 

"The attitude of recent govern- 
ments seems to have been to let 
everybody look after themselves," 
he continued. "If they couldn't 
afford a college education, tough 
luck." 

Orllkow said that he didn't 
want to get involved in the prob- 
lem of where to get the money, 
but he criticized the government 
for its defence spending. "It's not 
especially that too much Is spent, 
but that It's all spent in the 
wrong places. We seem to be pre

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To the English Quebecer 

Fear, apathy, ignorance or is it a lack of 
conscientious Icqdership which has kept the 
English Quebecer silent . for so long? Surely 
we have the right, indeed a vital duty to 
protect our constitutional position. Surely we 
may decry extremism without the danger of 
being likened, as Le Devoir has recently done, 
to the patronizing American's view of the 
coloured people. ^ 

We too are citizens of Canada; we also 
have a right to live in this province, conduct 
our business, elect members to Parliament 
and the Legislative Assembly. Maitre chez 
nous is a fundamentally democratic slogan. 
But surely the English have the right to 
remain masters in their own houses while 



the French become masters in theirs. If the 
French Canadian will not tolerate being the 
object of discrimination and domination, then 
in all honesty he cannot be its subject. We 
are in complete sympathy with the concept 
of a people free to determine its own destiny, 
proud of its heritage and anxious to see it 
flourish. But we English speaking citizens, 
we the minority group in Québec also have 
our justifiable interests, aspirations and fears. 

Perhaps the French Canadian has no 
positive duty to act as our guardian; but he 
ought not ignore oui- minority position. The 
causes of the present discontent are of mutual 
concern, just as they have mutual bases; 
however, now as part of the country awakens, 
let no man sleep. The pendulum has gained 
momentum; if it swings past tolerance to a 



new bigotry the English Quebecer will feel 
its bite first, and *hen the entire country. 
Hence, partly from self-interest, but also from 
national patriotism, we must speak now. 

We see examples of the excessive swing 
of the pendulum in the trend towards creep- 
ing unilingualism. "Information" signs in 
some government buildings have become 
"Renseignements" without regard to the fact 
that the former is both English and French 
while the latter is clearly not English. Com- 
muniques from certain government offices 
are similarly unilingual. The office which 
handles provincial bursaries continues to issue 
all its releases in French despite requests for 
bilingual information. If these are examples 
of the pattern to be followed, we have reason 
for alarm and protest. 

Then, of course there is the negativism of 
Professor Brunet and his frlerids, the men 
who call for a weakening of . théfstrong rather 
than a strengthening of the weak. 

National unity and development will only 
be arrested by dragging one people down. 
As French Canadian nationalism reaches its 
critical stage there is much hope that it will 
retain the path of reason and justice. But, 
passive yearning Is hopelessly inadequate.

My 
suspicions are doubled when I 
recollect that in the preceding 
paragraph of the same review, 
Jfr. Rosenzveig criticizes my work - 
for lacking clear communication. 

I cannot but admire Mr. Rosen- 
zveig's scholarly penchant for 
order and neatness; the west is 
gritty, the east is' meaty, while 
the nourishment lies in between. 
However, falsifying the facts be- 
cause they don't happen to fit 
Into a preconceived notion is not 
cricket. Mr. Rosenzvcig seems de- 
termined to squeeze me, by book 
or by crook, Into his "meaty 
Montreal" — hence, his master- 
piece of ambiguity: "delicate 
mealiness". 

After this, I find it very dif- 
ficult) not to conduce that Mr. 
Rosenzveig has deliberately mis- 
interpreted my poem, "No Pro- 
phet". The mere fact that this 
poem Is addressed to a certain 
well-known poet of this city Is 
not enough to make It his eulogy. 
I suspect that Mr. Rosenzveig's 
eagerness to force me into that 
mythical band, the "poetical sons 
of Layton", has blurred, in his 
mind, the distinction between 
"dedication" and "genuflection". 

The fact is that my poem 
suffers (7) from an unresolved 
attitude towards its subject. 'A 
line like "a true seer/ cannot 
waggle a tongue so spry as yours" 
is certainly no quote from a 
panegyricl •. 



As for Rosenzveig's connecting 
me with the bombast and stuffing, 
of Henry Mosedvitcli, all I can 
say is that I regard this as under- 
handed and unsufferably vile. As 
a former wormpicker of some 
■ experience, I can honestly say 
that I have never encountered 
an "anemic worm". Anemia is a 
disease of humans, such as bad 
critics and 'falsifying reviewers.

Change strikes 
back 

Dear Sir, 

We noted with interest the let- 
ter written by the President of 
the Liberal Club yesterday. 

The New Democratic Club en- 
tered into a gentleman's agree- 
ment with the other political 
clubs to limit the actual Model 
Parliament campaign to one week 
— January 20 to 24. This was 
done largely in deference to the 
views of both Liberals and Con- 
servatives who cited as the rea- 
son their desire to restrict camp- 
aigning to one week in order to 
heighten its effect. Whether the 
desire to limit mudslinging to a 
similar period also formed part 
of their intention, as Miss Sholz- 
bcrg slated, we have no way of 
telling. But we will take her word 
on whatever intention her party 
may have had. 

We are forced to say, however, 
that the Liberal and Conservative 
clubs went beyond the purview 
of the above-mentioned gentle- 
man's agreement and attempted 
to restrict all political activity, 
not only Model Parliament camp- 
aigning, until the election week. 
Whereas presentation of one's 
election platform or direct sol- 
iciting of votes would constitute 
examples of campaigning, we 
could not accept the limitation 
on all activity which the Liberals 
and Conservatives proposed. For 
the gentleman's agreement con- 
stituted only a partial morator- 
ium, on campaigning as such, 
while the publishing of Change 
which has appeared throughout 
the year or the presentation of a 



speaker without mention of 
Model Parliament do not qualify 
as direct campaigning. 

We are therefore compelled to 
note that the New Democratic 
Party broke no agreement, but 
rather the Liberal and Conserv- 
ative clubs attempted to use a 
limited gentleman's agreement to 
cut off all political activity. We 
regret that Miss Sholzburg's let- 
ter may have caused a wrong 
Impression.

Some of these aro pre-lQG3 movies, but to my knowledge '63 
wai the year they opened in Monlrcalaio English speaking audien- 
ces. I include The IrShapcd Room in spite of the fact that it was 
panned in the Daily. With one or two exceptions,' I do not .thinlc 
that any of these movies arc great movies or that they will be re- 
mcmbercd long after 10G4 has passed. The past year was not a 
particularly good one for cinema and most of the really memora- 
ble pictures shown during 03 were from previous years. 

The biggest disappointments of the year were David and Llia 
and The Four Days of Naplet. Both movies received good reviews, 
but 1 found the former amateurish, though it was quite touching 
at times, and the latter corny, though some of the individual 
scenes were very effective. 

The Movie Thcairo In Monfreal — 1963 

Though Montreal has only two theatres that are considered 
art theatres by their owners, Mdntrealers are fortunate in that 
most of the movie houses in the city wUi show foreign pictures 
and In fact many do so quite regularly. The first of the art houses 
is the Elysée which Is in fact two theatres : the Salle Elsenstcin 
and the Salle Resnais. As a rule the Salic Eisenstcln shows older 
movies of value while the Salle Rcsnals sticks to current foreign 
pictures. Tills arrangement has made it possible for cinema buffs 
to see during the past year such classics as Ivan the Terrible 
(both parts), Citizen Kane and The Informer in the smaller room 
while the larger has shown such current delicacies as Brealhleit, 
Elektra and Harikari. 

Montreol's second art theatre. The Cinema Festival has, since 
opening in the fall, shown only three films, so it is rather difficult 
to sec any trend developing. For a few weeks they showed different 
movies at alternate showings (The Naked Itland and "M") and 
perhaps they will again return to this procedure. 

The two theatres of the Cinema Place Ville Marie have been 
showing foreign movies of n more commercial nature during the 
j)ast year. This theatre opened 



the fall of 19G2 with Iho 
triple-decker Boccaccio 70. It 
Was a forecast of things to como 
for this theatre seems to have 
4 preoccupation with movies 
that are In fact a collection of 
movies (7 Capital Sins, Lovo 
at Twenty) or movies that arc 
concerned with se.x (The Con* 
gugal Bed, Bell' Antonio.) 

Most of the theatres In Mon- 
treal have stuck to some sort 

Îf pattern during the last year 
and most of the preceding 
years). Somo show BriUsh 
films, the Alouette and the Se- 
Ville prefer Blockbusters and 
the downtown houses serve the 
usual fare of crap from Holly- 
wood. Tlie only theatres that 
leem completely unprcdlclablo 
are the Snowdon (for example 
(hey recently followed Jean-Luc 
Codard's My Lifo to Livo with 
Mary, Mary.) and the System 
Theatre which shows three films 
for 60 cents — the best liargain 
in town if you ever find them 
showing three movies that you 
like. 

Regretfully I" find myself 
without enough space to discuss 
two movies that many people 
feel were the high points of 
their cinema attendance during 
the past year. These pictures 
remind us tiiat one purpose of 
the cinema is strictly to enter- 
tain and that the man who says 
"I don't know much about mo- 
vies, but I know what I like" 
has made tho ultimate stato» 
ment in cinema criticism. I re- 
fer to, of course, Strlpteaso 
«nd Vampiro In a Girl's Dormi- 
tory.

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It has become a matter of fact gentle Reader, among modern 
critics to adopt a sophisticated veneer and to avoid definite ap- 
praisal of the 'year in review'. 'Ten best' lists have become csotc 
rieally improper, and murky abstract evaluations are now tho 
critic's instrument.

This past year managed to bring a few good films to our 
illustrious city. There were a very few of exceptional merit, and a 
grand bulk of nonsense.

The Eclipse (the third part of Antonioni's trilogy; a must 
for all those of the Monica Vltti fan-club)

Loneliness of a Long DIttanet Runner 
Divorce Italian Style 
A Cold Wind In August 

There arc several others worthy of the mention of this humble 
reviewer. Among them are : Hud (a movie with Paul Newman ttia 
Great); Paranoiac (a solid British mystery-movie); I Spit on Your 
Grave (a low-budget French movie with a great ending); Sundays 
and Cybelo (a Bosley Crowler-type movie) ; Hallelujah the Hllli 
(a funny movie-goer's movie); The Leopard (also a movie). > 

Fellow cinéastes, with great anticipation do we look forward to 
several other films indeed dating from the 63rd year of modern 
times. Tom Jones, the new Richardson film should be coming soon 
to some expensive theater, as well as The Trial and Renais' Muriel. 
Losey's The Servant deserves meritous notice, not to mention tho 
superbly funny and off-beat Good General Sweik. 

The Festivals 

Our Chamber of Commerce suggests that Alontreal is a sum. 
mer festival, and indeed last summer — in the filmic realm at 
least — the festival fare was of first-rate calibre. First, in June, 
was the Czechoslovaklan Film Festival at the Comédie Canadienne, 
where several films of much interest were presented. Most, specta- 
cular and the most loved of these was Un Jour, Un Chat, a de- 
lightful vignette concerning the escapades of a particularly ca« 
prlclous feline. Le Baron de Crac, a cinematic rendering of tho 
boisterous and amusing Baron Muenchaussen stories, also prov- 
ed a rare delight. Celling, a strange film of about an hour's dura* 
tlon, showed perceptively a development of the Czcchoslovakian 
film temperament deriving from the sensibility of the French 
New Wave, and portrayed most evidently hints of Truffaut. Boyar's 
shorts supplied a whole evening of fine entertainment. Boomerang 
provided a startling satire;on-the nuclear military schizophrenia. 
And his, feature skWithïU ie animated puppets revealed an innova- 



tion of technique surprisingly 
vital and fluid. 



Two well-known Panorctma critics were asked to 
ncane the ten best films of 1963: After several hours of 
consultation they had not come to any agreement, so 
both wrote separate critiques. Of course, some films 
turned up on both lists. One of these is Fellini's "8j/i",

It is not by accident, that se- 
veral of those films mentioned 
in the above synopsis of the 
'ten best' as well as the others 
worthy of mention, come from 
the Fourth International Film 
Festival held at the Loews 
Theater in August. The most 
excitement was caused by 
Bunuci's Exterminating Angel, 
Antonioni's The Eclipse, and 
Folanski's Knife In the Water. 

The Leopard, straight from 
winning the Grand Prix at Can- 
nes, was met with mixed ' reac- 
tion. Kobayashi's' Harakirl was 
very tedious, combining a mo- 
notony of simplicity with styl- 
istic rcpctitiveness Le Petit 
Soldat, made by Godard in 1060 
may have been exciting in the 
early days of the New Wave, 
but lacked this 'immediacy in 
lieu of his more recent films. 
When tho shepherd was pre- 
sented up against a dreary Ita- 
lian sky in Bandit! a Orgotote 
everyone knew: that this guy 
was going to have it really 
rough; and he did. Yet apart 
from certain montages so cha- 
raeteriitlc^of Italian. Renaissan- 
ce painting,^', wereally don't care. 
This Sporting Life.proved to be 
the best British film of the past 
few years apart from Richardson 
r- but that's not saying very 
much. The Canadian efforts '-r< 
Pour La Suite do Monde ahd- 
A Tout Prondro — provided a 
local Interest Two short fea- 
tures won't soon be forgotten^ 
these being Leacock's hilarious 
Th* Critic, and The Most,

mad, mad world 

IT'S A AAAO, AMD, MAO, MAD

It's a MAD, Mad, maD, MaO 
World spelled backwards is 
a suitable comment on 
the film: not that the film is 
bad, mind you ; it is an admi- 
rable attempt; and a frustrat- 
ing failure. The total comic con- 
cept and theme are perfectly 
valid ; the individual farce 
scenes are integral and mostly 
very funny; but in this film, 
director Stanley Kramer is In- 
fected by that most contagious 
of Hollywood diseases : super- 
fluity. It is too moch. 

. There is too moch of the 
film altogether... the inter- 
mission does little to alleviate 
the length ... and somebody has 
found the genuinely r amusing, 
hairbrained, and luscious situa- 
tions so- genuinely amusing, 
hairbrained, and ludicrous, that 
th-ey cxplolted^them«:ïto; the 
point of extinction^ of '^thé'' am- 
usement, hairbrainery, and even 
the .ludicrosity. And they de- 
served that facetiousness. 

The handling of the plot and 
theme is quite fresh and origi- 
nal, though. Kramer, in an ef- 
fort to find a genre that is 
unique to American cinema 
and also artistic (one might 
choose to rationalize, and I do) 
has resorted to the "chase" and 
other conventions of the early 
silent farce-comedy of the type 
of Sennett'fi "Keystone Cops" _

and Harold Lloyd. Of this style 
he has discarded the silence 
and eliminated the 16mm. Jig- 
gle familiar to us ; he has re- 
tained "the chase" and center- 
ed his films on it ; and he in- 
voices the wacky spirit of the 
"Impossible is Practicable" ; in- 
deed, it is performed before 
your own two, count 'em, two 
eyes. (Actually, four - count - 
'em-four eyes for beautiful, 
new, single-projection Cinera- 
rama ; and from the worst seat 
in the Imperial theatre . . . mine 
. . . eight • count • 'em • eight • 
count - 'em • eight eyes.) 

Nor does Kramer exploit his 
natural resources ... he expands 
and updates the style and the 
conventional gimmicks : the 
classic automobile chase be- 
comes a chase by car, plane, 
helicopter, and turbo-jet Cine- 
rama camera. The spoken word 
erases tlie link with the im- 
personal obsolescence of the si- 
lent films, while the action re- 
tains their jEany detached im- 
plausibility. 

I'his delicately balanced dis- 
parity between the reality of 
talking people and thé incredi- 
bility of their antics does lead 
to confusion : are the people 
real or caricature? are their 
antics trite or do they parody 
the clichés? Judging from the 
epic death scene of Jimmy Du-' 
rante, whose eyes roll skyward 
some fifteen times (conjecture) 
in potential departure, the sa- 
tire is intentional. But not al- 
ways well-delineated.' 

The theme, ultimately dwarf- 
ed by the technical prowess of 
the movie. Is the futility, (and 
it serves him right) of man's 
greed. The characters step 
bonecrushingiy all over each 
other... and not only figurati- 
vely... in order to reach the 
unattainable Pot of Gold. They 
wreak destruction on passing 
cars, the safety of onlookers, 
and the nerves of the audien- 
ce. What fun! But their irres- 
ponsibility culminates in a nice 
twist of retribution: Honest 
Cop Spencer Tracy reads a 
lengthy catalogue of their col- 
lective offenses and projected 
punishments; nobody gets the 
money; and they all wind up 
in hospital, fractured from 
heads to toes. But they arc 
still able to find something to 
laugh at: Ethel Merman fal- 
ling, prat, on a banana peel. 
That is the point. But for three 
hours ? 

The dialogue Is deftly per- 
formed by the large, flawless 
cast of comic millions but it 
suffers from the writing. The 
successful comedy, even in the 
delivery of the dialogue, Is vi- 
sual. But the direction is heavy- 
handed. Kramer, despite h i s 
effective editing, (or is it his?) 
lets his characters and situa- 
tions vegetate ; and however 
well his garden grows, it does 
not grow any less boringly. The 
precise timing needed for this 
type of comedy eludes Kramer. 

The Qctors, however, make 
the three hour film completely 
worth its two waking hours. 
Not only are they masters of 
farce but they all, even and 
especially Milton Berle. give 
intricate and often subtle cha-. 
ractcrizations. 

Apart from them, the most 
rewarding elements of the film 
are the photographic, technical 
and occasionally irrelevant as- 
pects ; the awesome aerial shots 
of inland California and its de- 
sert highways, for instance. 

It's a M«d, Mad, Mad, Mad 
World is a big, big, big, big 
miss. But thank you camera- 
men, Caesar, Tracy, Silvers, 
Adams, Merman, Winters, 
others, stuntmen, and Benze- 
drine.

A sinister man in dark 
trenchcoat snatches the door 
open, glances furtively up and 
down the hall, and shouts at 
the wailing feminine voice insi- 
de. "C'est finll" "We're all 
■ washed up !" explicates the 
subtile. He ankles down to his 
souped-up Citroen and lams it 
to a movie theatre, where the 
fun begins. You see, now get 
this, he watches a movie about 
the failure of three crjmcs of 
betrayed love, just as we out 
here in movieland are watching 
him watch. Get it? 

The' Movie «wlthln* a* movie 
takes place in 15th century Ve- 
nice, in , lOtb' century France, 
and in 1013 (In France). Each 
episode is ;L^beautifully photo- 
graphed, and acted, as only the 
graduates, of the Comédie Fran- 
çaise school, can do. Each pe- 
riod of time Is admirably cap- 
tured, from flabby rumps on the 
gondoliers, to a perfectly exe- 
cuted dance sequence ("Oht 
'the Argentine. Tango 1). Each 
ends.with the death (by violen- 
ce) of the anti-hero. What little 
moralizing is done, reminds me 
of the "crime doesn't pay in any 
way]" epigram at the end of a 
certain popular comic book, now 
defunct. 

After the Movie-within ends, 
the trenchcoat goes outside and 
is run over by a car (death by 
violence) and the English Ma- 
jor who did the running, man- 
ages to piece together a fourth 
episode, which is perhaps tlie 
most sophisticated in planning 
and... execution, showing how 
much we have advanced in 400 
years.

In the old story of Little 
Black Sambo, the six tigers 
chased their tails so many 
times around the tree in which 
Sambo was sitting that they 
melted down into nothing but 
a pool of butter. In the new 
film made from the old Broad- 
way hit, the tree Is of a va- 
riety somewhat ambiguously 
described as "Yum-Yum", sev- 
eral scantlly-clad and kittenish 
young ladies take the place of 
the tigers, and sex seems to 
have supplanted hunger as the 
prime motive for the chase. 
But the end result of their 
exertions is essentially the 
same — the highprlccd spread, 
smooth, sticky, and unsaltcd. 

The tree, or trees (the set 
is swathed in all sorts of Sou- 
t h e r n California greenery) 
looks Jiké nothing so much as 
a big banyan. The young ladies 
live in amongst the foliage, in 
service apartments which arc 
serviced by Jack Lemmon. 
Landlord Lemmon believes in 
rent control — he may reduce 
the rates by four hundred dol- 



lars for those tenants he likes 
the looks of and if a tenant is 
slightly in arrears^with the 
rent, Jack makes iit':^^easy for 
her to find other means of re- 
paying him. In short, Lemmon 
is running a one-man key club. 
He even makes his own keys 
to all the apartments on a han- 
dy madiine in his bachelor 
suite. 

Most of his tenants are con- 
tent to accept him on his own 
premises. But one of them 
moves out. Before she has car- 
ried all her clothes out of the 
apartment, her niece moves in, 
with roommate. The roommate 
Is tall, dark, and attractive — 
and, in one of those see-it- 
coming a milc-away gags, his 
name is Dave Manning. 

Ob, but they're not doing any- 
thing wrong in there, you un- 
derstand. They're simply liv- 
ing together platonically to test 
character compatibility, as Ca- 
rol Lynlcy brightly puts it. 

At first Lemmon doesn't un- 
derstand. When he does, he's 
convinced: either they're csa- 
zy, or he is. It's a situation he 
just can't tolerate, and he sets 
out to do something about it. 

He is often amusing in the 
process. Jack Lemmon makes a 
very funny Little Black Sam- 
bo. He keeps climbing rooftrccs 
(and falling out of them) all 
night. And if anyone can suc- 
ceed in making a mud-bespat- 
tered early morning exit from 
the flowerbed the gardener Is 
watering, funny for the second 
time. Jack Lemmon is come- 
dian enough to do it. He has 
the sort of talent which Is suf- 
ficient not only to act his way 
out of a paper bag, but also out 
of a nine-foot horseshoe made 
entirely of roses. 

He gets very little support 
from the rest of the cast. True, 
the rest of the cast don't re- 
ceive very much support from 
the script, but what they do 
gett they disregard entirely, 
Carol Llnley wears clothes well; 
she also undresses verj- attrac- 
tively. So much so that she has 
the poor sap whom she lured 
into this arrangement doing 
pushups beside his solitary cot 
in an attempt to work off his 
drives in other directions. 

Miss Lynley acts like the kind 
of girl who can be depended 
on to take all the sordid qua-' 
llties out of sex ; we never see 
the dress shields in the dosét, 
but we are thoroughly convinc- 
ed of their existence. The ef« 
feet .is not entirely enticing, 
however. Her daintiness and 
Dave's All-Amcrican attributes 
make the innocence of their 
relationship almost probable : 
it is as prophylactic as tooth- 
paste.

For the first two acts of I 
Fammet one cliché of suspense 
follows another in a parody of 
the classic murder mystery. In 
the last few minutes of the third 
act the play reaches a tense 
paradoxical climax. 

The only set is the parlor of 
a distinguished home 'some- 
where in France'. Behind a 
locked door the master of the 
house. Marcel, lies with a knife 
in his back. The eight women, 
all relatives or servants of thf 
deceased, suspect one another 
of the crime. 

The telephone wires have 
been cut, the car will not work, 
and the dogs appear to be dead. 
The women decide not to move 
from the room, until they have 
discovered which one of them 
killed Marcel. As each one In 
accused, her outward respecta- 
bility is undermined until she 
is believed capable of the crime. 

The acting is on the whole 
very good, although there are 
instances of overacting. The 
hysterical shrieks and multiple 
faintlngs tend to become te- 
dious, but the story line moves 
rapidly, ^o excellent articula- 
tion of the cast makes compre- 
hension possible for English 
listeners. 

The plot slackens iii the se- 
cond act, but is redeemed if 
not explained by the ending. 
Although the dénouement rede- 
fines the -play, it simultaneous- 
ly proves that , thé disposal 'of 
the governess when she dicover- 
ed the truth was merely a dcus 
ex machina. 

The last words of the pro- 
gramme are "Gardez le secret 
du dénouement". Perhaps Ibis 
hint is permitted : Catherine, 
the impish young daughter of 
Marcel, has applied her reading 
of one of Moliere's comedies to 
life. The result is a masterful 
moment of comic terror.

The Oscar Peterson Trio was heard at the Casa Loma 
during a week-end engagement just before the holidays. Per- 
haps because Peterson is so solidly entrenched in the Main» 
stream tradition of jazz piano or perhaps because his. Trio 
is unquestionably the tightest small grotip around, he is 
sometimes criticized for being too smooth and "perfect". One 
can see the basis for such claims in the Trio's insipid florid 
treatments of ballad standards like Tenderly or Lover Man. 
But when it comes to tunes more usually associated with the 
Jazz idiom, like Woody 'N You, Con Alma and Gravy Waltr, 
no one can cut Oscar for shecr brilliance of arrangement and 
execution. The Casa Loma, currently featuring the Miles 
Davis Quintet, will certainly earn its billing as "the new. home 
of jazz in Montreal" if it substantiates in coming weeks iU* 
advertised bookings of Ahmad Jamal, Maynard Ferguson, 
Gerry Mulligan, Stan Getz and Dizzy Gillespie. Negotialiona 
are also under way with Thelonlus Monk and Duke Ellington. 

The Penthouse hosted the Trio of bassist Gary Peacock, 
with former Montreal pianist Paul Bley, whoso solos strange- 
ly seem to sound more like each other the deeper he gets into 
the "New Thing". On the Saturday of his week-long visit here, 
Bley was heard in a whimsical, in group discussion with Neal 
Shee on CKGM-FM's "Room at the Top" program. Both la- 
mcnted the failure of Ocean Floor, P.Q.'s famed Jazz Ancients 
(Esoteric Fah, temple blocks; Wanda -Lust, girl singer; the 
legendary Nato Natto, leader) to make' 11 across the St. Law- 
rence, due to ice floes stranding their raft. After several 
years absorbing the experience of sideman in the groups of 
Sonny Rollins and others, Bley is finally coming into his own, 
as evidenced by the release of his first recent recording under 
his own name. He is heard on the Savoy, label, in the company 
of Steve Swallow (bass) and Pete Laroca (drums), playing 
five new Carta Bley compositions. On Dec. 18, Peacock absent- 
éd himself briefly from the engagement for a recording set- 
aion with Bill Evans and Paul Motlan in New York. The record 
will soon.be released on Verve. In absence, Montreal bassist 
Fred Mcliugh filled in, and played with unusual assurance, a 
heavy,- rolling style that contrasted with Peacock's frenzied, 
upperHoetave barrages: 

Peacock was followed at the Penthouse by reedman Prin- 
ce Lasha and violinist Mike White, who have also beeii heard 
in recent weeks sitting in on some wild sessions at the Black 
Bottom, which Incidentally may be extending its business to 
a six-day week from its present weekend status. The houso 
group has been led by pianist Pierre Leduc, sounding better 
all the time, and has featurcd.a fine Parisian trombonist, Guy 
Lellan, whose playing Is'ireinlnlscent of J. J. Johnson, '55 vint- 
age. Guitarist Nelson Symonds has now taken over at the 
Black Bottom, with drummer Charile Duncan, tenor saxopho- 
nist Stu Loseby and singer Elaiile Kirby. 

News of U. of M.'s cancellation of its projected Chartia 
Mingus concert at Place des Arts has been mitigated slightly 
by the prospect of a concert at the Union Ballroom next Fri- 
day, Jan. 24, jointly sponsored by -the Musicians' Union of 
Montreal and the McGill Winter Carnival Committee. The 
Nat Raider Dixieland Band and a rnodéin sextet led by McGill 
musician Brian Longworth will be highlighted, and admission 
is free . . . 

A couple of experimental items presented by the broad, 
cast media last weekend were like breaths of fresli air. On 
Sunday afternoon, the New York Philharmonic, with Leonard 
Bernstein conducting, performed live over CKVL-FM Aaron 
Copeland's Piano Concerto — the original jazz-oriented orches- 
tral piece of the twenties — featuring the composer as piano 
soloist, and Larry .Austin's tempestuous, uncompromisingly 
modern Improvisations for Orchestra and Jazz Soloists, with 
inspired soloists Don Ellis (tpt.). Barre Philips (bass) and 
Joe Cocuzzo (percussion). An audition of the latter piece 
could have convinced the most confirmed Malnstreamer or 
Classicist that jazz and "serious" music are today approach- 
ing each other as never before, without sacrificing the bett 
qualities of either.

Ears or editorials 



- Any newspaper seeks to discover the likes 
and dislikes of its readers. A newspaper Is 
aimed at an audience, and each audience 
has its own peculiarities : what articles it 
would like to see expanded, what articles 
added, what articles discontinued or changed. 

A student newspaper, because it is a student 
newspaper is all the more interested in the 
opinions of its readers. This, ostensibly is the 
function of the "Letters to tiie Editor" section. 
In fact, however, the mass of students make 
little use of this facility. It is with this in mind, 
that we decided to take a readership survey. 

Over a period of five days, 120 students were 
Interviewed. Of these, 100, or. 83% indicated 
that they had read at least a portion of the 
Daily, that day. The 100 students that had read 
the Daily, were subsequently asked three ques- 
tions: 

1. What did you read first upon picking up 
the Daily? 

2. What did you read at all in today's Daily? 

3. What do you like or dislike about the 
Daily this year? 

The first question was nskcd only in liie hope 
of receiving valuable answers. We have, in fact, 
little confidence in people's ability to cither 
notice or remember what they read first in a 
newspaper, nor do we believe that fhey are 
consistent. 

The following table is not complete, for there 
weren't enough issues with certain types . of 
articles (eg. Newsfcatures did not appear at all 
during this period). Since we were interested 
in only some of - the things that appear in the 
Daily, a large percentage falls under miscellane' 
ous.

"I think the Daily should be printed in at 
least three or four different colours." 

Today, my 
cat started to die on me, so I couldn't read the 
editorial." 

"It came in handy once in the bathroom", was 
still another comment.

At least two students specifically asked for 
more sex > in the Daily. 

About the Daily in general, these were typical 
comments: 

In typically opposing manner two students 
argued : "The Daily is', too cliquey ; I feel I'm 
reading someone else's newspaper." 

"Bishop's University's newspaper is much 
more representative of the student". 

Said the second : "It's a dam good newspaper, 
and serves its purpose in keeping the student 
body informed." 

Complained a Junior: There is too much at- 
tention paid to student leaders, and not enough 
to the activities of the students themselves." 

Though 29% of the students read the ears 
before anything else, and many voiced appre- 
ciation, a few said they were far better in pre- 
vious years. 

The constant cry heard was for more and 
more comics. One or two students claimed that 
this was the only thing they read. Though most 
enjoy "Little Man on Campus", one freshman 
complained : "It's derogatory to Freshmen". 

Suggestions ranged from: more humorous ar- 
ticles, a Joke column, to "less of this nonsense 
and more intellectual articles." 

Several seniors asked to see "Gort-the Cave- 
man again". 

Sports is good only during the football sea- 
son" said one Senior. 

'.'Sports Is only good during the Hockey sea- 
son" said another. 

One' student oojected to the Scribe's predic- 
tions and manner of writing. 

Two more complaints were "Sports is too 
concerned with making alibis for why McGiU 
lost the last game." "Sports is merely a rehash 
of pro sports writers' clichés." 

Newsfeaturcs was complimented on its "Pro- 
fessorial Files" and Newsfeaturcs Surveys (es- 
pecially the one on Premarital sex.) The Chi- 
natown article of last term was noted twice. 

Panorama received more praise than any 
other section of the Daily. The movie reviews 
are apparently especially popular. 

"The movie reviews dictate my choice of 
movies I see over the weekend". 

The general trend of complaints about edito- 
rial opinion was that it did not tackle enough 
of the controversial Issues. "No bite, not revolu- 
tionary enough, not enough thought provoking 
editorials". Yet someone eke said they were too 
outspoken. 

Some complained there was not enough in- 
ternational and world news. Others complahied 
there was too much of this and not enough 
student news. 

A few . students suggested that Professor 
Brunet's views on aid to education should be 
countered by the Daily.

Constitution being revised 

New look coming 

e. J yi^^c ".^"^ P^^"«="y' ° 1"î«» revolution Is taking place today in the structure of the 
Students Society. 

The Constitution Revision Committee of the SEC Is proceeding methodically about its task 
Of reviewing and. If necessary, revising the entire constitution of the Society. Why was such a 



complete study deemed necessary ? 
In the words of President pllne, member status, meetings. 



Sonny Gordon, "The Students' 
Society has grown and changed 
unbelievably during the last few 
years, yet our constitution has 
remained the same. It is in- 
adequate to cope with our pre- 
sent needs." 

In view of this situation, and 
the forthcoming move to the 
New Union, it was felt that the 
time had come for a change. 

Under the chairmanship of 
William Fraiberg, the commit- 
tee, composed of Lew Soroka, 
Jean-Pierre Mongcau, Robert 
Rabin'ovitch, and Joel Bell, hop- 
cs to arrive at remedies for 
the document's many weaknes- 
ses. Its discussions fall under 
seven headings; representation, 
iinancc, administration, disd- 



and constitutional amendment 
procedure. 

These topics include the . en- 
tire scope of the present docu- 
ment Each presents problems 
of its own. For instance, in the 
field ' of finance, the present 
formula for the distribution of 
monies .is quite unsatisfactory. 
These questions came to a head 
at the last Open Meeting when 
a plan to.abolish.'statutoiy 
grants caused considerable con- 
troversy. Theso problems will' 
hopefully be resolved by a meet- 
ing in tho near future with the 
presidents of the undergraduate 
societies. 

Other aspects are not so ob- 
vious. Under thé heading of 



member status, the committee 
is enquiring into the position 
of students with regard to the 
payment of fees. For instance, 
what should be the standing of 
partial students or faculty mem- 
bers who are also continuing 
their studies 7 

One of the most pressing 
questions falls within the scope 
of "administration." Here the 
committee is reviewing the 
structure and position of each 
campus organization, in parti- 
cular it hopes to resolve the 
question concerning the rolo 
played by the undergraduate so- 
cieties in our present set-up. 

The Constitution Committee 
was established in the hope 
that it would seek out the facts

Elsewhere on this page there's one of those nebulous 
little items termed "a readership survey." We don't run too 
many of them, for the same reason that so many other papers 
don't. They are difficult to handle because of the large num- 
ber of choices; the alternative is to cut down on the choices, 
and thus limit to an even greater extent the validity of the 
questioning. 

But there were some interesting questions raised in this 
last effort. A common trait of all such surveys at McGili is 
the ever-present insistence that the Daily has gone downhill 
in the recent past; I won't try to insist that it has continually 
improved, but it Is doubtful that it has fallen down as often 
as has been indicated. After all, it's still printed every day, 
which is something that no other college paper in the British 
Commonwealth can boast. 

Still, this is no excuse for bad quality, if it does exist. 
But you can see some of the problems we are faced with. If 
someone wants more humour, someone wants less. If someone 
wants more features, someone wants less. 

This is all part of the general problem of the college 
press, as came up at the Canadian University Press conference 
almost every year. Should a college paper be in the main a 
light-hearted mirror on campus events and personalities, or 
should it concentrate on being part of. the general educational 
process of university ? 

There is a point to be made for the view that the college 
paper is the only one in a position to take hard, sarcastic 
glances at its environment. It can run gags, and ridicule the 
smallest as well as the largest sacred cow. The Ubyssey, at 
the University of British Columbia has done this with great 
success in recent years; but there are dangers here. The 
Sheaf, at Manitoba, degenerated into a ridiculous sheet by 
adopting a similar posture last year; where the Ubyssey looked 
graceful, the Sheaf fell flat on its face. 

This style has l>cen most popular in the West, whereas 
eastern colleges have adopted a more serious intellectual view. 
Even if this is well done, there is the question as to whether 
this is what the iiniversity student wants. And there is a prob- 
lem with overdone pompousness which loses both effect and 
readership. 

. If college' papers were physically larger, they could in- 
clude more of both sides. Unfortunately, pages cost money, 
and more money means higher fees, a point on which all 
college papers are in agreement 

Yet there arc certain indications in the latest survey 
to point a crooked way. The items which apparently are best 
read are small, short items. People like the ears, and items 
like the classified ads. Today and the masthead. Perhaps this 
is because there is seldom time or room, aside from inclina- 
tion, to sit down and get absorbed in deep articles. The Daiiy, 
in effect, is read on the run. 

There is another question as to. the attitude the campus 
press'should adopt concerning other campus activities. The 
Daily generally pushes all such events, and in this way serves 
much as a service to other campus groups. But then should it 
criticize what it feels are; poorly-planned, poorly-executed or 
entirely unnecessary activities? Sometimes it is a question of. 
money — the Students* Society pays for these, and it is'cer- 
talnly in its best interest to . have them well-attended. Yet 
perhaps if they were cut out entirely ... but then again, who 
are we to say; or who else is. there to say? . 

In ^thisiieq^ect, the Editor of the Daily is In a unique 
position^He^sits on Council, although he is not'electcd. There 
are a number of reasons for this, the most important of which 
is the fact that he comes into contact with more campus 
groups than anyone save the President; he also controls the 
only newspaper regularly appearing on campus, and so It is 
essential that he be informed as to exactly what is going on. 

He is therefore in a unique position to find fault and 
publicly castigate. But his responsibility is also great, and 
it is wise to remember that not only the campus reads the 
paper. The city's professional press gets it, and reads it for 
McGill news; officials of the university read it, and it is 
exchanged with numerous other Canadian and American 
papers; it also has an outside subscription list. 

So there is also this point to consider : do we function 
for the campus, or do we concern ourselves with the image 
we present to outsiders ? I don't pretend to know the answers 
to these questions, and It may be ihtercsting to go into the 
problem further, with others, at a later date. For if there is 
one thing that can be said for a college paper, it's that it is 
flexible; changes aren't earthshaking, and can be implemented 
quite quickly. The letters you. write and the answers you give 
to our questionnaires may have more effect than you think. 
But then again, they may decide nothing, and the Daily will 
have to go on as it sees best

and present them, with its own 
recommendations, in a calm, 
impartial manner. Its thorough- 
ness, however, depends on the 
response of the student body. 

The committee feels entirely 
dependent on the leaders of stu- 
dent activities, who are expect- 
ed to present their views and 
make suggestions. To this end 
leaders of all student organiza- 
tions were Invited to submit 
briefs for consideration. Thus 
far, only four briefs have been 



received. However, more are to 
come. 

As Fraiberg pointed out how- 
ever, the scope of the Commit- 
tee is somewhat limited. 

"We can't initiate changes," 
he explained, "but only recom- 
mend them. Here lies the reason 
for our existence. Given the 
fact changes are required it is 
far better to go about them in 
an ordered, logical manner 
than in a disorganized scries of 
temporary measures."

Those Who Khan... 



THE OCEAN AND THE STEPPE 
— The Life and Times of the 
Mongol Conqueror, Genghis 
Khan (1155 - 1227) by 
Franklin Mackenzie, Vantage 
Press, New York. $6.00. 

The Lives of Great Men con- 
tinually remind us that there is 
an. avid public for accounts of' 
the Lives of Great Men. Witness 
the success of the indefatigable 
Harold Lamb,' the Sol Hurok of 
popular biography, who has, as 
he would put it, given us Justi- 
nian, Cyrus, Hannibal and among 
others, Genghis Khan. One re- 
calls that ilr. Lamb's study of 
the Mongol Universal King was 
described as "definitive"; Mr. 
Mackenzie's stirring tale is des- 
cribed as "definitive" also. 

Definitiveness apart, this is 
dearly a labour of love: Mr. 
Mackenzie spent three years in 
Central Asia, during which time 
he retraced the campaigns that 
were to make Genghis Khan the 
Lord of an empire stretching 
from "the Pacific to the Medi- 
terranean and from the Indian 
Ocean to the Baltic." As they say 
in the movies, a lot of territory. 
But then Gengliis the Ocean God 
had everything in his favour, 
right down to the virgin birth 
which appears' to be dc rigueur 



for all Great Men; the legend 
has it that his ancestress, a lady 
called Alan Koa, had been singl- 
ed out by Providence as the lucky 
girl. But let her speak for herself: 

A luminous being of unearthly 
brightness descends through the 
ceiling aperture of my tent and 
penetrates my body. Rubbbig 
against my thighs it thrusts a rod 
of light into my belly. And when 
it is through it glides out like 
a ray of the sun or moon. How 
can I possibly cxplabi it in 
words7^utJbe sign is clear that 
Heaven has^ent this light into 
my body and that my sons are 
destined to greatness. When my 
descendants become world con- 
querors everyone will under- 
stand! 

One sees what she means. 

And that's just what Genghis 
went out and did. Every step of 

that tumultous way is recorded 
by Mr. Mackenzie for posterity. 
At one stage of the game Gen- 
ghis bit his lower lip and sure 
enough tills significant piece of 
labiodental byplay is reported on 
page 67. Outside of Peking, our 
hero spat on the ground, and — 
ping! — there it is in the middle 
of Page 137. And then there are 
tlie girls, according to the author 
statuesque Shantung belles with

tlicir out-thrust breasts and well- 
developed arms, prettily pointing 
hips and pearl-shaped navels, and 
slightly vaulted bellies, springy, 
firm and full. They indulged in 
the Chinese pastime known as 
"clouds and rain"; 

Look for the silver lining, as 
it were. Oddly enough, even St. 
Francis of Assis! makes a fleet- 
ing appearance, and Mr. KTacken- 
zie shows us, in a revealing vi- 
gnette, just how versatile a Man 
of God had to be:

His ranges 
are all lofty, memory is still 
green, complexions are tawny 
and radiant with health, silk is, 
of course, flame-coloured, eyes 
are almond or candid blue, tac- 
kles are flying; riders look grim, 
ears are pricked up, and breasts 
are, needless. to add, invariably 
8traii)ing.>There, is, however, the 
odd unintentional felicity: Stung 
to the quick, she shrieked back 
in lewd ■ Mongolian: "EMAY 
GUYUN NOKAI NIURTAI! May 
I be a bitch-faced woman!" 

The author feels that Genghis 
Khan and Mao Tse-tung may have 
a good deal in common although, 
understandably, this piquant 
thought is not developed. At 10, 
Mao was busying himself with 
Darwin and Montesquieu and as 
a Commander of the 4tli Red 
Army he wrote the Eight Points 
for soldierly conduct — return 
all borrowed articles, pay for all 
articles purchased, don't flirt 
with women, don't kill prisoners 
of war. The Great Khan would 
have found it all a trifle weari- 
some: At Bamian, after the ritual 
rapings, he butchered even the 
cats and dogs, ploughed salt into 
the rubble of the citadel and 
"turned the countryside to de- 
sert." At Bukhara, an orgy ac- 
companied the burning of the 
city. 

However the value judgements 
are not always as inaccurate as 
that; and of course, Mr. Macken- 
zie does well to avoid moraliztog. 
Dear old Genghis may have stuck 
and barbecued thousands but 
then 12th' Century Islam was 
never the time or place for girl- 
guides. His unfortunate victims 
went to join that nameless throng 
to which Lenin once sadly re- 
ferred as the "waste products of 
History". The Great Khan him- 
self died in bed, of malaria, after 
a long and, one must agree, 
eventful life. History, as Pareto 
remarked, Is tlic graveyard of 
aristocracies. And, we may add, 
of Universal Kings.
